turned to New York the other day on 
the Ward line steamship Yigilancia 
from Havana. Gen. Johnson said: 


"My leaving Havana was entirely vol- 


untary. I received no notice that my 
presence was uudesired, and I left when 
it suited mo. 


''Cuba is lost to Spain," he said, re- 


garding the struggle, in the West Indian 
'island. "That Spain can never again 
subdue Cuba may be regarded as con- 
clusive," he continued. "There is no 
possibility o£ the Spaniards, with their 
present or with any other force, crush- 
ing the revolution. The whole island is 
in arms against them. The ranks of the 
insurgents ^re daily recruited by the 
best blood in the island. The leading 
social clubs of Santiago dc Cuba and in 
Havana have been recently broken up, 
and the members have gone to the field. 


A large number o£ students of the 


University o£ Havana have left their 
classes and joined the rebels. 
This 


shows the earnestness with which the 
Cubans regard this struggle. They will 
never give up, and the indications now 
clearly point to their ultimate success. 


"It is generally understood in Cuba, 


among those who have daily 
confi- 


dential communications from the rebel 
army, that Gen. Maximo Gomez is pre- 
paring to strilce some great and deci- 
sive blow in the near future. 


•'I doirfc understand, if this is so, why 


Gomez allowed his intentions to be dis- 
closed, but certain it is that Gomez is 
moving from 1'ucrto Principe eastward 
toward Mnceo's troops, and this looks 
like a projected combination of the two 
forces. 


"Yellow fever is doing destructive 


work along the .Spanish lines in the 
trocha. 
It is certain to become epi- 


demic, though the doctors are fighting 
it, 
Th.? Spanish losses through this 


scourge will be frightful. 
In Havana 


the disease has as yet mnde little head- 
way, although a few cases have clevelopd 
in the slums. 


"The war is not likely, in my opinion, 


to end soon unless the United States in- 
terferes. The Cubnns will not abandon 
the. fight until the Spaniards are driven 
from Cuba, and, if necessary, the island 
will be practically destroyed and the 
Spaniards starved ont. Such is 
l.he 


spirit of resistance displayed by the 
rebels."

logic. In fact the ocean was ancient 
long before the bed-work of the science 
of geology "was laid. 
Aeons and ere 


ative periods are the terms befitting the 
hoary locks of one whose watch-day 
•was the third in creation. Occanus 
•was the first-born of Coelns and Terra, 
(heaven and earth) and is older than 
the everlasting hills, and rolled his 
billows around the coastless world, nn- 
fretted by the hoarse voice of the surf. 


The.color of the ocean is not always 


"gray," but is as varied as the tints 
and shades of the clouds. 
His moods 


and phases are as multiform and as full 
of beauty and awo as that upper deep, 
•where cloudy billows roll athwart the 
sky, and where the god of day paiuts 
such matchless pictures iu all the 
bright hues of gold and scarlet, at his 
coming and his going.

United States senate.

speech ho gathers his peroration from 
the ocean. 
Garfleld selected the sea 


for the opening of his best speech at 
Chicago, saying, "I have seen the sea 
lashed into a fury and tossed into spray 
and its grandeur moves the soul of the 
dullest man; but I remember that it is 
not the billows, but the calm level of 
the sea from which all heights and 
depths are measured when the storm 
has passed and the hour of calm settles 
on tho ocean." The ocean is eloquence 
itself in all its moods, whether stirred 
to loud fury by hurricanes, or lulled to 
low murmurs by gentle breezes.

No sooner does a blizzard

tween the furious winds of tho equator 


billows as they rush upon the shore 
and break into foam and spray, and to 
listen to that dying roar. 
The ocean's 


rebellion agaiust imprisonment, or any 
contraction of hi» world-wide sweep, is 
grand to look upon at all times, and 
particularly so, when wind and tide- 
give their. force to tho phalanx 
•waves that charge ceaselessly the ever- 
yielding shores. The power of Niagara 
is as nothing compared to tho wasted 
energies of the billows battling the 
coasts of tho earth. 
The ocean is al- 


ways at work. 
The busiest work-shop 


in all tho world is that of old Neptune. 
His forge is always roaring and his 
hammers forever pound. 
"Winds fold 


thrair broad pinions and rest from their 
stormy labors, and all nature has 
seasons of repose, but time and tide are 
not less unremitting in their move- 
ments than the ocean in its task of 
wearing away tho shores and carrying 
off in its remorseless undertow tho 
wreck of tho world to fill np its "dark 
tmfathomed caves." This pounding 
and pulverizing of tho earth goes'on 
everlastingly wherever tho pozit-np seas 
feel tho grasp of tho land. Tho long 
lino of breakers around tho coasts of 
continents aud islands aud along tho 
shores of lakes and inland seas, would 
reach to the moon, dealing tho solid 
coasts ton blows every minute and 
broadening tho confines of tho ocean in 
tho consummatiou of its vast work of 
fretting away tho firm oarth till tho 
waters shall cover the whole world 
again, when the tired waves will coaso 
their breaking. 


The ocean is n "melancholy waste," 


without u single oasis to gladden the 
eye, for nothing grows out of tho illim- 
itable) waters. 
There is no desert so 


sterilo but has its green spot of cacti 
and palms about wells of water, but 
the ocean, strictly mindful of its des- 
tiny, permits no growth to interfere 
with its labor of reducing all mutter to 
one marine lino of level. 
Islands raise 


their heads above tho surface of the 
seas, for a timo, but go down again 
and disappear from the light of the sun 
before tho ponderous blows of tho bil- 
lows. 
Tiio sturdy Dutch wrested from 


the empire of tho sea a territory of fair 
proportions, but the ocean swallowed 
the continent of Atlantis 
at 
ono 


cataclysmic 
gulp. 
What 
man re- 


strains from tho waters of tho oarth 
are as nothing to tho gioat laud-slides 
that find resting places in tho insatia- 
ble raaw of tho ocean. 
Hero shalt thy 


proud waves be staiil was not said by 
mortal,'for "man's control stops with 
thee." 
Tho land will never more 


again encroach upon tho sea. 


The ocean,for tho most part, is placid, 


silent and innocent, but more lives axo 
lost upon tho main by violence than 
upon tho land. 
Tho history of the 


ocean contains many chapters of fcar- 
fnl tragedies. 
Perhaps tho most fatal 


aud appalling catastrophe in tho whole 
world is a tidal wavo upon a low const. 
Such calamities arc not of frequent 
occurrence, but no generation passes 
without witnessing 
their 
frightful 


visits. 
No battle for a contnry can 


show such a largo death list as any ono 
of several such disasters that have de- 
vastated the coasts of Asia within 
twenty years. 
Tho shocking death roll 


of the ocean is only partly matlo up 
from these horrors. 
It consists rather 


of victims from thoso who venture on 
the treacherous waters everywhere, 
going forth full of life and hope to 
watery graves, daily. 


Tho Okoanns of tho Greoks had no 


bounds, but Tlialassa was land-looked 
and explored. 
Their seas washed their 


own borders and the lands of their 
neighbors, while beyond tho Pillars of 
Hercules stretched the illimitable, waste 
of tho unknown ocean. 
These distinc- 


tions arc kept up to this day in desig- 
nating the great waters of this ter- 
raqueous globe, but with quite a differ- 
ence on account of our almost exact 
knowledge of geography. Tho seas and 
the oceans were sailed, explored and 
charted long before tho continents were 
traversed and the lands discovered and 


and the artic circle would swell and 
reach otit to the vicinity of the north- 
ern shores of tho Gulf of Mexico in 
winter, and the torrid zone would ex- 
tend to the great lakes in summer. 


Vegetation does not flourish in the 


ocean, but the great waters team with 


of I animal life. 
The multitudinous fishes 


literally Jostle each other from tho sur- 
face downward as they swim, shimmer- 
ing like tho loaves of a forest in a sum- 
mer breeze. Deep sea dredging shows 
that the bottom of the ocean, also, is 
paved with all kinds of living creat- 
ures, "Thick as autumnal leaves that 
strew tho brook in 
Vallombrosa." 


Since tho sens grow little or no vege- 
table food, fishes must become carniv- 
orous, aud therefore canuabalistio, to 
live. 
Wore it not for this instinct, 


they must soon become extinct; since 
all tho continents and islands of the 
world could not produce sufficient food 
to provision tho unreckonablo millions 
of carnivorous creatures that live on 
tho seas. 
Were they all to fly through 


tho air at heights equal to tho depths 
of tho ocean, their shadows would 
darken the land, 
so inconceivably 


great are their numbers. The extremes 
of animal magnitude are found among 
the inhabitants of tho great waters. 
The tiny field mouse and the huge elc- 


;ive machinery is perfect for propelling 
and maneuvering. Each finny arm and 
outrivau.ce is perfectly adapted to its 
office, whether to speed, slow up, step, 
dive, float, wheel or jump. Nature has 
formed the fish and polished its whole 
surface as to gain, the minimum of 
friction in gliding through the water, 
such as no human art can attain. The 
tail is the propeller, too quick in its 
movements for the human sight to 
catch, and the faster the stroke the 
more rigid and straight, like an arrow 
in its flight, becomes the fish. While 
the lower orders of the creatures of the 
sea are "without form and void," the 
well-developed surface fishes are sym- 
metrical, 
beautiful 
and 
built 
for 


strength, speed and 
quickness 
and 


graceful 
motions. 
The yellow tail 


(amber fish) of the Pacific, the color of 
old gold, darts, flashes, wheels, poises 
and leaps with inimitable grace, and 
although but a yard in length, has 
strength sufficient to break a line that 
would hang a man, so powerful are his 
tail, caudal fin and jaws. 
No animal, 


.not even the cat, is better fashioned to 
seize and hold its victim, than this 
fish to gain its predatory living. 


The eyes of fish are immovable, cold 


and staring. 
They have no nictitating 


membrane and cannot close their eyes. 
Since they are never caught napping, 
they possibly never sleep. 
The man- 


eating shark, however, can wink his 
wicked eyes. This horrid creature is a 
fright to look npou, with the girth of 
an ox and thrice as long aud every foot 
of length 
weighing 
one 
hundred 


pounds. 
It flops on its broad back 


when it snaps its- prey on account of 
its huge protruding snout. 
Its hideous 


mouth is equipped with three rauks of 
;eeth, for cutting, tearing and crush- 
ing, and no fabled monster, "gorgon 
jydra or chimera dire," was ever 
armed with such frightful jaws of 
death. 


Tho fish's sense of vision is acute at 


short range only and their eyes are 
located solely with a view of getting 
food. 
Some fishes search the bottom 


of the ocean, some watch the surface, 
while others look about them for their 
prey, and their eyes are developed in 
these directions, 
accordingly. 
Tho 


halibut, that lies and swims on its side, 
has forced both eyes to that side of its 
head which is uppermost. 
Fishes that 


live in the depths of the sea where the 
light of tho sun never penetrates, have 
sightless rudimentary orbs, aud some 
of these dwellers in solid darkness 
carry 
their 
phosphorescent; 
lamps 


"trimmed aud burning" in front 
ol 


their purblind eyes. 


The vital spark in fish is held by the 


same uncertain tenure as in animals 
aud birds. 
Some tender scaly species 


will yield up their lives immediately 
after they aro landed, while others- 
have to be slaughtered to hasten their 
slow death. 
Most all living creatures 


iu a life aud death battle will struggle 
continuously to the finish, but a fish 
fight is intermitted by energetic con- 
vulsions and silent rests. 
Thero is 


nothing more active than a game fish 
in its first surprise as it touches the 
unyielding ground. It is in the first 
convulsive struggles 'that the 
fish's 


bright colors aro brought out. -1'he 
changing beauty in the hues of tho 
dying dolphin is an observation old 
aud classic. 
Tho bright colors of the 


phaut, tho little humming-bird and the 
great condor aro fairly~woll matched in 
bulk, as compared with tho iufiuito- 
tosimally small young of smelts, to the 
largest, whole thousands of which ho 
swallows at a meal aud then goes hun- 
gry. 
Salt water fishes are moro vora- 


cious aud require more food than those 
that live in fresh water and are there- 
fore moro readily hooked. 
They also 


show more courage and aro not so 
easily frightened. 
Thoy do not caro 


for, or protect their young, as animals 
and birds do. They fight for food only, 
and the vanquished becomes a viand 
of tho victor. 
Fishes, proper, havo no 


language and only imperfect hearing. 
They pass their lives, for tho most 
part, in silence and in darkness—many 
of them in utter darkness, for tho deep 
ocean is rayless aud black like inter- 
stellar spaco. Food getting is the order 
of fish lifo. 
Tho tiger is less pitiful, 


and iho wolf less voracious, than tho 
predatory fish devouring its prey. A 
shark feeding on tho carcass of a whalo 
will suffer tho wonnds of death from 
tho swordfish, or from the hands of 
men, rather than ccaso gorging its 
food. 


"The wren, the most diminutive of birds, 
Will light her nest against the owl." 


And tho ant will ondnro slow dis- 
memberment and death before she will 
relinquish from her arms her pupae 
from instincts of maternal love, but 
tho shark's gross taste for flesh is 
stronger than the pains of dissolution. 


There ato grades of ferocity and gen- 


tleness among tho finny tribo and some 
show signs of joy. Herring, smelts 
and mackerel, in vast schools, sport on 
the surface, of billows, Hashing their 
silvery sides in tho sunshine like happy 
little 
creatures 
at play. 
Porpoises 


frolic in herds like lambs, rolling with 
every motion and jumping over each 
other—now slower, now faster, as tho 
fun seems to go, lifting their snouts 
and dorsal fins out of the water and 
lunging in a sort of rythmic bound like 
the flying of flickers and wood-peckers. 
They mere to tho right and left and 
wheel with the precision of soldiers on 
parade. 
When they go fishing they 


rush through the water with groat 
rapidity, much of tho time on iho sur- 
face, turning on their backs to catch 
their prey. 
No creature of the sea can 


exec! them in beauty and swiftness of 
swimming ;tnd aquatic evolutions—not 
even the seal. 
When stampeded by 


biuck whales they flash through the 
water with the fleotncss and grace of 
deer, resembling nude athletes (boinp 
about the size of men) .skimming the 
waves in long, low leaps. 


The locomotion of fish shows great 


variety. 
They not only swim and 


jump, but they crawl, climb aud walk, 
aud fly a "little bit." Their locomo- 


mackerol, fresh from tho salt water 
will rival the brilliaut plumage of the 
blue jay bird. 


Tho art of fishing has practically 


stood still since prehistoric times, ex 
cept seal aud whalo killing with fire 
arms. 
Tho hook and line, the trap, 


tho not aud tho spear were in use before 
Joseph was sold into Egypt. Job, one 
of tho oldest of writers, knew how im 
possible it was to laud Leviathan with 
a lino, or pull out his tongue with 
hook. 
Tho proverbially hungry fisher 


man seems always and everywhere to 
bo poor, idle, unambitious, scantily 
clad ana miserably housed. 
The time 


he loses between "bites", waiting and 
watching in immovable silence, every 
three years, if applied to study, woulc 
master a profession. 


Many of the Savior's miracles were 


wrought with fish. Tho initial letters 
of the Greek word ichthns—fish—are 
arranged in churchly emblems of mys 
terious meaning among tho Catholics 


Christ selected fishermen for more 


than one-half of His immediate fol 
lowers. 
They were poor, and much o. 


their time was unemployed, in fact 
spent iu idleness, as wore the fives o 
the ancients—simple-minded and easi 
of approach. His last morsel of earthly 
food was "a picco of a broiled fish,' 
and His last recorded miracle wai 
wrought when Ho said, "Cast thy no 
upon tho right sido."

Ki>n>i>u»lble for 'Want of Con11<lpu<ie. 
We are told that the agitation for 


the restoration of silver to its place as 
money undermines 
credit, destroys 


confidence, and thus paralyzes indus- 
try. 
Once cease this agitation and, 


declare the gold contractionists, capi- 
talists who now hesitate to loan their 
money, fearing repayment in a^depre- 
elated dollar, will hasten to invest 
their funds in productive enterprises, 
that consequently industry will revive 
and prosperity return. 


Want of confidence is loudly pro- 


claimed as the source of all our ills, 
but want of confidence • is the effect, 
not the cause of industrial stag-nation. 
Confidence is based on credit aud credit 
on the ability of debtors to promptly 
pay their debts. 
When the retail 


trader cannot dispose of for cash and 
nt fair prices the sroods he buys from 
the wholesaler on credit, and as a con- 
sequence is obliired to ask for a re- 
newal in whole or in part of the note 
given in payment for sach goods when 
due, then his credit is impaired aud 
the confidence of 
the 
wholesaler 


in the ability of all other retail- 
ors 
similarly 
placed 
to 
prompt- 


ly meet their indebtedness is de- 
stroyed. 
And so in turn, when the 


whv 'esaler is unable to collect prompt- 
ly for the goods sold to the retailer, he 
cannot collect the necessary funds to 
pay promptly his indebtedness to the 
manufacturer or other producers from 
whom he buys the g-oods in the first 
place, aud as a consequence his credit 
is impaired, and the confidence born of 
prompt payment of indebtedness is de- 
stroyed. 


Thus want of confidence is born of 


the iuabilit3' of debtors to promptly 
take up their indebtedness when due, 
and the inability of debtors to meet 
their indebtedness is born of their in- 
ability' to realize on their property. 
Hence credit and confidence is based 
primarily on property. 
When prop- 


erty is rising in value, then the debtor 
can readil3T find a buyer for and read- 
ily realize on his property, and conse- 
quently promptly meet his indebted- 
ness. But when property is depreciat- 
ing-, then credit is impaired and confi- 
dence destroyed, for the ability of the 
debtor to pay is dependent upon his 
ability to realize on hit; property, and 
while properly is depreciating it is un- 
salable save at a sacrifice, for 
the 


would-be buyer hesitates, saying: "To- 
morrow I can buy cheaper." 


But it is not only inability to sell, 


but inability to collect promptly for 
goods sold, that impairs the ability of 
debtors to promptly pay their debts, 
and hence undermines' credit and de- 
stroys confidence. It is therefore in 
falling prices that we find the source 
of the want of confidence of which 
we hear so much. The restoration of 
confidence, we are told, is all that is 
needed to bring- renewed prosperity, 
but how is confidence to be restored 
while prices are falling, while the 
value of property, the basis of credit is 
depreciating, and while the ability of 
the debtor to meet his indebtedness is 
being impaired by the shrinkage of his 
assets? Just as the creditor sees the 
property of his debtor on which he re- 
lies for payment depreciating in value, 
he must lose confidence, for the prop- 
erty is the security for the prompt and 
full payment of the debt. 


-So when money is appreciated and 


prices falling, credit is impaired and 
confidence lacking. 
Falling prices de- 


stroy the profits of industry, and con- 
sequently lead to curtailed j reduction, 
the throwing- of wage-earners out of 
work and lower wages. And as the 
income of the wag-e-earner is cut into I 
by enforced idleness and lower wages i 
he must restrict his purchases and for 
what he has bought op credit he can- 
not pay promptly. Consequently, just 
as the wage-earner is impoverished his 
credit is curtailed, for the corner gro- 
ceryman, who was glad to sell to him 
on credit so long as he promptly paid 
his weekly or monthly bill, and so long 
as he knew his customer was working 
regularly ancl at good wages, hesitates 
to sell on credit just as soon as he finds 
his customer, the wage-earner, no 
longer at work, for when he knows 
the wage-earner is earnin^r nothing he 
doubts his ability to pay promptly his 
weekly bill. The result is that when 
the wage-earner is pinched for money 
he must pay cash for all he buys, and 
the necessity of doing so, and the 
scarcity of money at his command 
forces him to buy in small quantities 
and 
to pay correspondingly 
high 


prices. 


And just as the warre-earner finds 


his credit impaired when out of work, 
the farmer finds his credit—or, in 
other words, the confidence of those 
from whom he buys in his ability to 
pay—impaired just as prices full and 
his labor becomes less remunerative. 
So. as he becomes less able to pay 
promptly, he finds that those from 
whom he has been in the habit of buy- 
ing on credit hesitate to sell for any- 
thing but cash. It is true, the pro- 
ducers of some articles, xvhile they dis- 
like to sell on credit, are obliged to do 
so to find a market for their products; 
but it is none the less true that as the 
farmer is improverished his credit is 
impaired. And so it is with all pro 
ducers. 


Confidence will return xvhen 
the 


ruinous fall in prices due to the ap 
preciation of g-old is checked, and when 
industries becomes profitable, not be 
fore; for confidence is dependent sole 
ly on the ability of the debtors to pay 
their debts, and this ability is depen 
dent entirely upon the value of goods 
on which credits are granted to pur 
chasers, and which are in effect the se 
curity for the payment of the indebt 
edness and the basis of credit and con 
fidence. As we have said, want of con 
fidence is loudly proclaimed as the sea 
of our sufferings; but loss of confi 
dence is caused by the depreciation o 
property, and cannot return while 
prices are falling. When we restore 
bimetallism, thus cheeking the difias 
trons fall of prices, then the credit o 
producers, now impaired through th 
depreciation 
of 
their 
property 


will be restored, and 
then con 


confidence will return; but it is foolish 


to e^^eat a return, of confidence in the 
face of falling prices nnd of tho con- 
stant depreciation of the things that 
go to pay debts.—American. 


"WILL SILVER WIN?" 


Au Eiiirllsli Authority Atimlt* U win clvu 


Us the MnrktiU: of tlio World. 


An editorial in the London Com- 


merce, a recognized trade authority, a 
champion of monometallism for Eu- 
phuid, and claiming tho largest circu- 
lation in the world, has caused con- 
siderable talk among Cincinnati busi- 
ness men. From it the following- ex- 
tract is taken: 


•'Leaving the question of tariffs for 


a moment, let us consider what a bi- 
mettillist America will mean for us. 
In tho first place it will mean au im- 
mediate premium upon United States 
exports. The effect of coining silver 
at the proposed ratio would, in all 
.probability, 
bring 
about a great 


'boom' in manufactures of all kinds. 
Waives miirht rise considerably but the 
experience of other countries goes to 
show that they would not rise in pro- 
portion to the advantage which ex- 
porters would derive who sent their 
goods to a gold-using country, to-wit, 
the United Kingdom. Tho manufac- 
turers of the states would not be quite 
in the same position of vantage as the 
agriculturists of 
Lliu Argentine, nor 


tho exporters in India, but they would 
have a sufficient leverage over the man- 
ufacturers here to turn the scale in 
every trade where now there is a doubt 
which way the market trends. In tin 
plates many kinds of machinery, in- 
cluding some of the very heaviest; in 
leather, and in many sundry manu- 
factures where the British producer 
can with difficulty hold his own, tho 
effect of the change would be decisive. 
Then this policy is also a bribe to the 
farmers. 
American dead meat—live 


cattle being prohibited—wheat and all 
farm produce suitable for exportation 
would come over in greatly augmented 
quantities, for the difference in the ex- 
change would mean such an addition of 
profit that an immense stimulus would 
be g-iven all along the line. As to silver 
mining, all that can be said is that 
there would be a rush. The dimen- 
sions of the movement would depend 
upon many things impossible to fore- 
see. These anticipations of what has 
become possible are not, be it remem- 
bered, based on mere theory. 
We 


know already too well what to expect 
from foreign traders in a country 
where silver is the standard currency. 
India, Japan and Argentina are all 
bearing witness to the insidious effect 
on British trade of conditions now in 
perspective in the United States. Mean- 
time, we cannot too soon face the possi- 
bilities and realize the true significance 
of the position as it is." 


Among- our local business men this 


is considered a substantial acknowl- 
edgement that free silver coinage at a 
ratio of sixteen to one with gold would 
give us the markets of the world, both 
for our manufactures and our agri- 
cultural 
products. — Cincinnati
